The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  conducted  in  the 
town  of  Canaan  by  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Health,  Bureau  of 
Public  Health  Nursing,  for  the  year  1959. 

Immunization  Clinics  were  held  at  the  Masonic  Hall  on  May 
21  and  June  25,  1959,  for  Salk  Vaccine,  Diptheria,  Tetanus  and 
Whooping  Cough  and  Smallpox  Vaccinations.  The  clinics  in- 
cluded the  surrounding  towns  of  Enfield,  Grafton,  Dorchester  and 
Danbury.

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Prevention  is  Everybody's  Business 

The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  tire 
standpoint.  New  Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in 
the  nation.  Fewer  acres  were  burned,  suppression 
costs  were  substantially  reduced  and  damage  ^o 
woodlands  held  to  a  minimum.  The  record  resulted 
from  a  combination  of  favorable  weather  conditions, 
an  alert  warden  ser\'ice  and  a  cooperating  public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturb- 
ing note : 

58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caus- 
ed by  careless  smokers  and  debris  burners. 

10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9  fires  was  caused  by  chil- 
dren. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independ- 
ent minded  individuals  and  failure  of  parents  to 
properly  supervise  children  and  keep  matches  out 
of  their  reach,  annually  cause  these  unnecessary 
fires  which  cost  large  sums  to  extinguish  and  cause 
extensive  damage.  The  elimination  of  these  three 
causes  of  fires  would  radically  change  this  picture. 
The  rules  are  simple — 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your 
local  forest  fire  warden — the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  be- 
fore leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cig- 
arettes from  moving  vehicles — use  your  ash 
tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home — Use  your  town  dump 
and  save  3'ourself  much  possible  difficulty, 
both  personal  and  financial.

LEBANON   TUITION    STUDENTS 

On  August  26,  1959,  just  before  the  opening  of 
school,  House  Bill  77  was  passed  setting  up  two  kinds 
of  secondary  schools  Those  offering  a  basic  or  aca- 
demic course  were  defined  as  "high  schools ;"  those  of- 
fering a  basic  course  plus  the  fine  arts  and  industrial! 
arts  courses  prescribed  by  the  minimum  standards  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education  were  classed  as  "compre- 
hensive" high  schools. 

Canaan  high  school  was  classed  as  a  basic  "high 
school,"  and  under  the  new  law  students  wishing  to  at- 
tend a   comprehensive   high  school  to  take  courses   not 
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offered   in   their  own  school  could   do   so  and  the   town 
would  be  liable  for  their  tuition. 

Thirteen  Canaan  students  attended  Lebanon  high 
school  under  this  law  during  the  school  year  1959-60.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT 

In  the  1957  report  I  made  the  following  statement 
in  part:  "It  is  my  opinion — that  the  cheapest  and  best 
education  possible  will  be  made  available  to  its  high 
••chool  pupils  by  sending  them  to  Lebanon  on  a  tuition 
l^asis  with  some  hope  existing  for  a  future  cooperative 
school."  Nothing  has  taken  place  since  that  time  to 
make  any  change  in  that  opinion.  A  new  law  has  since 
been  passed  which  will  permit  small  high  schools  to  re- 
main in  existence  for  a  long  time.  A  quick  check  of  the 
per  pupil  costs  of  the  smaller  schools  will  show  costs 
running  well  over  $425.00  per  pupil  and  some  higher 
such  as:  Alstead  $471;  Colebrook  $529;  Jaffrey  $521; 
Sunapee  $552;    Bethlehem  $769. 

Much  is  being  written  nationally  by  men  like  Dr. 
Conant  and  Admiral  Rickover  about  the  need  of  quality 
education.  There  are  many  opinions  about  how  this 
should  be  done  but  it  is  generally  agreed  that  we  are  go- 
ing to  need  more  quality  in  education  than  we  have  had 
in  the  past.  The  best  education  possible  will  be  none  too 
good  for  the  welfare  of  the  people  and  the  world  lead- 
ership which  must  be  maintained  by  our  country. 

Salaries 

The  average  high  school  teacher's  salary  for  the 
current  year  in  this  state  is  $4,593  ;  Canaan's  is  $3,550. 
At  the  elementary  level  the  corresponding  figures  are : 
State  average  $4,200;  Canaan's  $3,510.  The  average 
increase  over  last  year  for  the  state  is  $205.

To  the  Inhal)itants  of  the  School  District  in  the 
town  of  Canaan.  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in 
district  affairs  : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  grade  school 
auditorium  in  said  district  on  the  twelfth  day  of  March, 
1960,  at  7 :30  o'clock  in  the  evening,  to  act  upon  the 
following   subjects: 

The  polls  will  open  at  4  p.m.,  close  during  the  meet- 
ing and  re-open  after  the  meeting. 

1.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for 
one  year. 

2.  To  choose  a   Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

3.  To  choose  a   Clerk   for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  choose  a  ^Member  of  the  School  Board  for 
the  ensuing  three  years. 

5.  To  choose  a  Treasurer   for  the  ensuing  year. 

6.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  any  other  ofiicers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

7.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

8.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  many  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  sal- 
aries of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to 
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iiuthorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of 
such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state 
foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income ;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  be- 
tween the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

10.  To  raise  and  appropriate,  and  make  available 
prior  to  June  30,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
($5,000)  authorized  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  in 
accordance  with  RSA  32:10  (Municipal  Budget  Act) 
permitting  the  school  district  to  exceed  its  budget. 

11.  To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000) 
to  be  placed  in  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  improvement 
of  the  present  school  system,  as  passed  by  resolution  of 
June   1,  1959. 

12.  By  petition.  To  see  if  the  Canaan  School  dis- 
trict will  vote  to  build  an  addition  to  the  present  grade 
school,  said  addition  to  be  used  for  high  school  courses. 

13.  By  petition.  To  see  if  the  Canaan  School  dis- 
trict will  raise  and  appropriate  $165,000  (one  hundred 
and  sixty  -five  thousand  dollars)  to  build  and  equip  ad- 
dition  mentioned   in  Article   12. 

14.  By  petition.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote 
to  float  a  bond  issue  of  twenty  (20)  years  duration  to 
raise  the  $165,000  dollars  mentionel  in   Article   13. 

15.  By  petition.  To  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
select  a  site,  hire  an  architect  and  float  the  bond  issue 
mentioned  in  Article  14,  and  transact  any  other  business 
necessary  pertaining  to  building  and  equipment  needed 
for  the  addition  mentioned  in  Articles  12,  13  and  14. 
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16.  To  see  if  the  school  district  will  authorize  the 
school  board  to  enter  into  a  three-ytar  contract  for  Can- 
aan students  of  grades  nine  through  twehe  to  attend 
Lebanon  High  School  beginning  Septeml:)er,  1960,  and 
to  enter  into  three-year  contracts  for  the  transportation 
of  students  thereto,  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  eleven 
thousand,  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  and  ninety- 
five  cents  ($11,155.95)  (ten  per  cent  of  the  total  appro- 
priation approved  by  the  Budget  Committee)  in  accord- 
ance with  RSA  32  :8  of  the  Municipal  Budget  Act,  in  or- 
der to  finance  the  additional  cost  of  said  tuition  and 
transportation.
